After attending a Cabinet
meeting M. De Freyeinct took a drive over
Pont Concorde at noon, and while return
ing to the building occupied by the Minis
ter of foreign affairs, a man stepped out
into the road and fired a pistol directly at
the carriage in which was ; seated M. De
Freyeinct. Fortunaterye shot was hann- -

ss, and before the culprit could fire again
was arrested by a police officer who hap

pened to be near the scene of the outrage.

Death ofGen. McCIellan.
, Newark, N J, Oct 29.

General George B. McCIellan died sud
denly at his residence on Orange Moun
tain at about midnight last night from
heart disease.' Gen. McCIellan died
shortly after midnight last night from
neuraliga of the heart. He retained
home about six weeks ago from his trip
west, with his family and had been un
der the care of his physician for about
two weeks. Nothing serious was expec
ted until yesterday when he became
worse. He died surrounded by his fam
ily at St. Cloud, Orange Mountain here
he had lived for twenty years. Invita
tions had been issued for o, reception
ths morning. Gen. McClellan's summer
home was on the summit of Orange
Mountain next to that of his father-in--

law, uen. Marci. The whole commun-
ity was shocked by the news ofhis death.
Flags are flying at half mast and thc
Grand Army post hqs called a meeting
to express their sorrow and offer's body
guard for the remains. Arrangements
for the funeral have not yet been made.
Gen'l' McCIellan was an elder in the
Presbyterian church.
